MEMORANDUM. 


Section 10 of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) 
Act, 1899, prohibits the application of any money placed at the 
disposal of the Department to schemes which are not aided from 
local sources. 

Section 18 of the Act prohibits the application of any part of 
that money in or in relation to a congested districts county. 

Section 19 of the Act, which enables county councils to raise 
money in aid of agricultural schemes, requires such money to he 
raised equally over the whole of the county. 

Section 74 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 189S, provides 
that the expenses of a county council under the Technical Instruc- 
tion Acts shall be raised equally over the whole county or the 
whole of a district in the county. 

It appears unreasonable that in the case of counties comprising 
congested areas, those areas should he taxed for purposes from 
which they may derive no benefit. 

The Bill accordingly proposes that a county council may, if they 
think fit, when raising money for the purposes of agriculture or 
other industries or technical instruction, exclude any congested 
area from the area of charge.

BILL 

TO 

Enable County Councils in Ireland to exclude Congested 
Districts from the Area of Charge for certain purposes. 

E E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent o£ the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

B 1, (1.) The council of any county comprising the whole or 

any part of a congested districts county, as defined by the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, may, notwithstanding anything in 
any enactment, if they think fit, when raising any sum for the 
purposes of agriculture, or other rural industries, or technical 
XO instruction, exclude from the area over which they are empowered 
to raise that sum so much of that area as comprises the whole or 
any part of a congested districts county. 

(2.) Where the power conferred by this Act is exercised, the 
aforesaid sum shall be raised as a separate item of the poor rate. 

15 2. This Act may be cited as the Agriculture and Technical 

Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1902 ; and the Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and this Act may be cited collec- 
tively as the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Acts, 
1899 and 1902.
